A.  PURPOSE 


This  Instruction  supplements  references  (aj  and  (bj  and 
authorizes  DoD  1416. 8-M,  "Department  of  Defense  Manual  for 
Foreign  National  Compensat ion , "  which  contains  the  procedures 
and  instructions  for  the  administration  of  foreign  national 
compensat i on . 

B.  APPLICABILITY  AND  SCOPE 

1.  The  provisions  of  this  Instruction  apply  to  the 
Office  of  the  Secretary  of  Defense,  the  Military  Department , 
the  Organization  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff,  the  Unified 
and  Specified  Commands,  and  the  Defense  Agencies  (hereafter 
referred  to  as  "DoD  Components"). 

2.  Its  provisions  shall  be  used  by  those  DoD  Component.^^ 
who  have  responsibility  for  fixing  compensation  and  conditions 
of  employment  for  foreign  national  employees  outside  the 
United  States,  its  territories,  and  possessions. 

C.  PROCEDURES 

1.  The  procedures  in  DoD  1416. 8-M  represent  the  best 
approach  to  wage  determination  to  satisfy  the  overall  DoD 
policy  objectives.  Should  there  be  instances  where  these 
procedures  do  not  represent  the  best  approach  because  of 
pecul  iar  i  t  ies  ^ f  particular  local  situations,  DoD  Components 
may  develop  an  alternative  approach  provided  it  satisfies 
DoD  policy  requirements. 
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2.  Alternative  procedures  must  he-  aji;, rc.ed  ly  tl.r 
Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  (Manpower,  Reserve  Afl'aiis, 
and  Logistics)  (ASD (MRAtiL) )  before  they  may  he  used.
